The Fe&siouary Busiuess. 

It would appear, from an oxtraol 
which wo publish in another column, 
from a dispatch of Govoruor Musgrave 
to the Governor General ot Canada, 
that tho pensioning of oflio'mls conse- 
quent upon Confederation, is likely to 
be reduced to a very narrow compass in- 
deed. It is prosumablo that at most 
only two of the uouda of departments 
will need to avail thomeolvoB of that 
provision. It is known that tho Colon- 
ial Seoretary and the Attorney General 
will seek.and doubtleBi tboy will obtain, 
promotion in Her Majesty's sorvice,aud 
it is scarcely less certain t jat the Cuiof 
ComrbisBionor will accept Borvioo under 
the Dominion Governmont,probably a 
.Railway Commissioner-ship, with a seat 
in the bonato. Tho Collector of Cus- 
toms will probably havo tho oppor- 
tunity of retaining his present position, 
under tho Dominion Government, and 
it is rather more than likely that ho will 
avail himeolt of that opportunity. Tho 
Stipendiary Magistrates will bocomo 
Pedoral officers in their double oapacity 
of County Court Judges and Indian 
Agents, and thus all anxiety on tuoir 
accouut is sot at rest. Wo aro not dis- 
posed, however, to think that 
those goutlomou will long occupy the 
position ot County Court J udgos. Public 
opinion runs too strongly in favor of 
having the County Courts admimstorod 
by gentlemen of Itgal training and ex- 
perience to admit of the continuanco of 
tho present arrangement. But as the 
country 'fills up thuro will bo no difficulty 
in utilizing this class of officors in tho 
Fedoral service, and the fact that tho 
Dominion Government will havo to pen- 
Bion or employ them will always tend 
in tho directiou of preferring the latter 
alternative. Coming to tho subordinate 
offioials, it will be seen that they do uot 
oomo under the head of thoso who3o 
positions will be necessarily affected by 
Confederation. The passage of tho Civil 
LiBt Bill has created the apprehension 
in eomo minds that on tho Colony will 
devolve tho rtBponbihility of retaining or 
pensioning this claSB. There is how- 
everj no good ground for alarm on this 
point. The object and effects of this 
Bill which ha-i created so muoh distrust 
have been sufficiently explained b'.ith by 
His Excellency the Governor and by 
tho Attorney General. These explana- 
tions and assurances concur with reason 
and common sense, and it iB earnestly 
to bo hoped that tbo public mind will 
not continue to be inflamed by imag- 
inry dangers conjurt-d op by design- 
ing politicians for mere party purposes, 
at a timo when it ib supremely import- 
ant that the public mind should be 
cool and collected.

We have bolore as copies of papers rela 
tiva to tbe proposed anion of British Conier 
bia with tbe Dominion of Canada, submitted' 
to tbe Parliament of the latter country dur- 
ing its present session. These papers com*, 
piise most of the correspondence between 
tbe Colonial Oflioe, tbe Governor General of 
Canada and tba Governor of British 
Columbia, together with petitions sent from 
the Colony, and variona other matters. It is 
proposed to moke a few oxtracts bearing upon 
most points likely to interest local readers. 
In transmitting tbe Railway petition which 
was presented to the Governor in December 
last His Excellency aocompanied it with an 
extract from this journal, being n report of tbe 
conversations wbiob took place between the 
Governor and members of tbe Deputation. By 
far the most interesting of these papers is a 
diepatob from Governor Musgravo to Lord 
Lisgar, doted 22nd Nov, 1870. We make 
room for tbo following extract: 

The oflioera who will be affected injuriously 
by the changes consequent upon Confederation 
aro| Tho Colonial Secrotary MrHankin. The 
Attorney Ueneral Mr Pliillippo. Tha Com- 
mission of Lands and Works Mr Trutch. Tho 
Collector of (Jastoms Mr Hanilej, Tho Audi- 
tor tfenoral Mr Kerr, And the Stipendiary 
Magistrates— Mr Ball, Mr O'Reilly, Mr Saun- 
dors, Mr Buskby,Mr Pemberton and Mr Spald- 
ing. 

Of theso, the Magistrates may for some pur-, 
pose be considered a class apart, of whom 1 
shall gnoak presently. The other live odicers 
will probably bo displaced, oxcept, perhaps, 
Mr Haruley, the Collector of Customs, whoso 
service" I thiuk your Govornmeut will ba glad 
to rotain, and who; 1 believe, will not bo uu» 
willing to serve under thorn ut some slight 
incroaso^ to bis proeent salary, which is now 
six hundred and fifty (XG50) aud might ho 
fairly iuoreased to eight hundred pounds 
(£800), That amount is only equivalent iu 
value here to about four hundred pounds 
(£400) in Canada. 

Mr Trutch would, I believe, not be unwilling 
to take an appointment from the Canadian 
Government equal in value to the one ho now 
holds. I regard him as being an able public 
aorvant, who would be a valuable acquisition 
to any administration, and I should think that 
in might not bo impossible to find au sp- 
pointuiont which may be aeceptahlo to him. 
Probably Mr Kerr the Auditor General may, 
iu like manner, be suited with employment 
under tbe Government of ibe Dominion which 
will leave him in no worse position than .the 
one he now occupies. There will then remain 
the Colonial Secretary and tho Attorney 
General, for whom it will be far more diDicult 
to provide, and for whom pensions would bo 
necessary unless the Secrrtury of Stale should 
find it possible to afford satisfactory employ- 
ment for them in some other colony. 

Tho Stipendiary J/agiatraics form another 
class of olllcers who, notwithstanding their 
value, would almost certainly bo disturbed 
in their appointments on thu introduction of 
rtsponsiblo government. These Magistrates are 
not only Justices of the i'eace but Costity 
Court Judges. Indian Agents, Assistant Com- 
missioners of Lauds and Works, Collectors of 
Ravenuo in the different departments of the 
ditlereut department of tbo public soivico at 
the several eiations hundreds of miles opart 
and iu very extensive distriots. 1 think that 
these appointments are singularly will filled, 
and I regard the sueeessful administration of 
this Government, and tbe remarkable main- 
teuance of law and order, as compared with 
tho neighbouring territorios, as mainly due 
to tho services of these officers. 

As tho supreme government of tho colony 
as well as tbe administration of all affairs ro- 
uting to the Indian tribes, will rest with the 
Dominion, I regard it as of tbe greatest Im- 
portance to tbe tranquility of the Province and 
the success of the Union, that those oQiceis 
should be officers ol the Uominion and not be 
trunterred to the control or caprice of local 
party government who, through mistaken mo- 
tives of economy, by the substitution of uupaid 
irresponsible magistrates, or some such policy 
might entail upon the Government at Ottawa 
au amount ot trouble and expense not easily 
to be computed. 

I propose therefore, that these officers should 
be officers of ibe Dominion as they naturally 
would be in their character of County Court 
Judges and Indian Agents. The question may 
arise whether it is desirable tbey should any 
longer discharge other duties which will be 
wilniu the jurisdiction of the Local Govern- 
ment. But if it should not be thought oh- 
jeotional to unite service to the Local Govi 
ernmeat to responsibility to the Federal 
authority, they might continue to render aid 
under lbs direction of the Litutenaut- Cover- 
uor-in-Chief iu the administration of local 
affairs as they do now in the business of the 
Lands and Works, tbe Collection of Revenue, 
and other miscellaneous duties. But I would 
have ibern paid by Canada and not amenable 
lo the control ol tho Local Administration, ex- 
cept through the Lieutenant-Governor repre- 
senting tbo eentral authority. 

This being conceded, I should ask for i 
assurance to these officers fro □ the Cover 
aient of the Do-oinion that '.heir appointments 
should bo considered permanent ; and that in 
tho event of any organic change in ollicial 
arrangements, they will oilher bo provided 
with appointments of equal vuluo, or allowed 
lo retire ou pensions of twosthirds of their 
emoluments, which may he estimated in each 
case at five hundred pounds (£600) per an- 
num, though in some Instances an extra allows 
ance has been made on account of tho greater 
expensu of living iu distant districts. 

As regards tbe subordinate officers iu pub- 
lic departments, I assume that thoy will con- 
tinuo to hold their present poats whether tho 
ollicca ^to which they belong stiould bo trans- 
ferred to the Dominion or remain under the 
administration of tho Looal Government. 

Under tbo arrangements which 1 have 
sketched, if the Colonial Secretary ond Attor 
uey General can be proridod for 1 think it 
probable that tbo Canadian Government may 
oo relieved from any present necessity for the 
payment of pensions. But I regard it as abso- 
lutely necessary that the provision ot pensions 
should be made, at the rate of two-thirds me 
present amount of salary as security to tho ofs 
licerB concerned that they will not ho allow- 
ed to go without oithor employment or pen - 
sion. It will bo easy to provide thai the 
pensions shall not be drawn in cases where 
the claimants accept suitable employment, 

I think it very important tbat tho arrange- 
ments in respect to tho wholo of this question 
should oarly he placed upou a satisfactory basis. 
It is my duty to bear lestiinouy to tbe loyally 
and (rood will with which 1 have been sup- 
ported by tbo otliciol body iu carrying out a 
policy which they could not but bo awaro en- 
tailed Homo risk to them as regards their per- 
sonal interest, and It is not unnatural that 
tho subject should continue to cause sorao un. 
osaineas und auxioty. 

The remainder of tho papers we do not 
regard es of sufficient ititert»t to oocnpy our 
limited spaoo. Among t them oro dispatches

This journal has more than once iefc-r*d 
to the probablity of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway ultimately hnviog oce terminus on 
tho Island of Newfoundland and the other 
on tbo Island of Vancouver.

Here, to^, on the shores ol St 
George's Bay, will be the terminus of the 
Railroud destined one day to traverse Nev»- 
touudland, and by connecting the western 
shores *vith Si John's will lurnish the short- 
est eoa route to Europe. It is calculated that 
swift steamors could make tho passage from 
Valencia, in Ireland, to St John's in lour and 
a hall days. The railroad across the Islacd 
would be 250 miles in length ; b steamer 
would run from Si George's Bay to Sbipp- 
ogan Harbor, Bay ol Chalner, in 12 or 15 
hours, wbero a branch of the International 
Ituilway would forward passengers aid 
mails to all parts of the United Slates 
and Canada. Dy tbis route passengers and 
maila from London would roncn Now York 
in seven duy,, a short soa-pa-sage would be 
secured, and all tho dangciB from fogs, ice 
and storms along the American coasts woold 
be avoidod. The dangers ol crossiog tbe 
Atlantic would bo reduced to a minimum 
aod tbreo or four days would be saved,"
